dicating suicide, the dead 
body of 
First 
Sergeant 
William 
H. 
Long, 
Company M, b ist United States In­ 
fantry, was found in a bed room at 
the Battlefield Hotel between ten and 
eleven o’clock this morning. The win­ 
dow in the room was closed and one 
of the gas jets turned on full. 
The 
man 
had evidently 
been 
dead 
for 
some hours. 


Sergeant Long, who came here with 
the 7th Infantry last June and had 
a number of friends in town, was on 
a week’s furlough from ('amp Greene 
which would not have expired until 
next Sunday. He arrived 
here 
lit st 
Sunday and engaged a room at 
the 
Battlefield Hotel. 
He took his meals 
elsewhere but spent his nights at the 
hotel. 


Thursday evening he retired about 
eleven o'clock, after 
bidding 
good­ 
night to others about 
the 
place. 
Nothing more was known an ut him 
until 10:15 this morning when Miss 
llettie Braunreuter went to the door 
and called to Long to get up. 
Re­ 
ceiving no answer she opened it amel 
found the place filled with gas. 
She 
shook him and discovered that he was 
dead. 


Others in 
the house 
were called 
immediately, the window was opened 
and Dr. Crist summoned, but the man 
was beyond human aid. 
District A t­ 
torney Topper a n i Coroner Woodier

thorough investigation into all the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the tragedy. 


Long had taken off all of his cloth­ 
ing except 
his underwear and 
lay 
down on the bed, throwing over him­ 
self a coverlet. 
Th** fact that he had 
not fastened his door, or made any 
effort to close up crack* 
through 
which the gas might escape, made it 
appear as though he might accidental­ 
ly have turned on the gas jet, hut 
there is n flin g to indicate whether 
this was done intentionally or whether 
his death was the result of a well 
thought out plan.

He left no 
note, which also a id s to the possibil­ 
ity of the man’* death having been 
accidental. 


Long was top sergeant in his com­ 
pany. 
He was 28 years of age, de­ 
scribed as of quiet demeanor and very 
gentlem anly in his eon iuct. 
He had 
told 
friends 
here 
that 
hi* 
mother, 
who resides at Enola, Arkansas, had 
made efforts to secure his discharge 
from the Remy but that they ha I not 
been successful. 
He was a fine look­ 
ing fellow and of excellent physique. 
After taking testim ony in the mat­ 
ter the authorities notified the local 
quartermaster's detachment concern­ 
ing the death and the 
matter will 
follow the usual channels, the body 
being sent to his home for interment.

WELL IN FRANCE 


Write* Letter Telling of hi* Ar­ 
rival there. Meets C aptain 
\\ ilson. 


Mr. and Mr*. M. F. William*, of 
York street, 
have received a letter 
from their son, Meader 1. Williams, 
who is with the American 
Expedi­ 
tionary Forces, Somewhere in France. 
He lays: 
*‘I am writing to let you know 
I 
am well and that we have arrived 
at our destination. 
We are living in 
real Unites! State* tent*, and it seem* 
more like home. 
The French people 
arc very kind and courteous to us— 
more so than the English. 
“ We are camping near a town that 
is about six times as large as our 
burg. 
W e have not yet started w-ork 
bat, by the tim e you receive this, 
I think we will all he working at our 
respective trades. 
“Ju*t came from dinner. 
W e had a 
stew of corned beef, potatoes, an I 
onion*, white bread and coffee. 
The 
only drawback is the scarcity of w a ­ 
ter. 
We can buy figs, dates, apples, 
and all kinds of nuts at the front 
gate, also a little French wine. 
It 
is a sour w.ne. 
“ I m et Captain Wilson in England 
about a week ago. 
He was traveling 
with us to France”. 
The Captain Wilson he refers to 
was with the troops here all of last 
summer. 
He a-ks about “Part" P ow ­ 
er, asking if he is still in the United 
States.

PROGEEDS WILL BE HELD 


Chicago, Mar. 8— Equal 
suffrage, 
nation-wide prohibition 
and 
radical 
legislation favoring farmers and la­ 
borers, are 
the chief planks of the 
platform of the National party adopt­ 
ed here yesterday at a convention 
attended by about 200 delegates, IOO 
of whom are bolters from the Prohi­ 
bition party. 
The platform, after several hours 
of debate on the negro voting ques­ 
tion and various points of the planks 
favoring laborers, was adopted by a 
unanimous vote. 
It is the first defi­ 
nite expression of the policies of the 
new party. 
In regard to suffrage, the platform 
demands the right of men and women 
to vote on all questions and enforce­ 
ment of the laws enfranchising 
ne­ 
groes and others regardless of color 
or race. 
The prohibition plank pledges the 
party to work for nationwide prohi­ 
bition and for immediate ratification 
of the constitutional amendment. 
Extension of the federal loan law 
is among the 
important legislation 
concerning farm ers 
which is 
advo­ 
cated. 
Advance loans 
upon crops or 
products in storage, government in­ 
surance of farms arui stock, federal 
inspection of farm products at term i­ 
nals and untaxing of all farm equip­ 
ment and measures to 
prevent 
the 
holding of large tracts of land idle 
are included. 


Washington, Mar. 8—More subma­ 
rines were 
destroyed by the 
Allied 
and American naval forces in Decem­ 
ber than Germany was able to build 
during that month, according to in­ 
formation reaching Washington. This 
fact developed 
in discussions of the 
statement made to Parliament Tues­ 
day by Sir Erie C. Geddes, first lord 
of the British 
Admiralty, that 
the 
submarines were being checked. 
Whether succeeding months have 
shown a net loss in Gorman subma­ 
rines is not known here. 
It is believ­ 
ed, however, th at the anti-submarine 
campaign has proved so effective that 
increased efforts this spring will see 
a steady decrease in the number of 
U-boats available to prey on Allied 
and American shipping. 
What officials 
know of plans for 
pressing 
home the attack 
with in­ 
creasing vigor explains the feeling of 
optimism that now prevails in offi­ 
cial circles despite 
continued heavy 
drains on ship 
tonnage through the 
U-boats.

American naval officials appear to 
be satisfied

Washington, Mar. 8—Plans to break 
up the vast holding of German in­ 
terests in the United States and place 
them in other hands, so that after the 
war they cannot continue to be what 
have been characterized as outposts 
of German kultur In America, were 
presented to Congress yesterday by 
A. Mitchell Palmer, the alien pro­ 
perty custodian, and unanimously ap­ 
proved by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 
Mr. Palmer asked, and the com­ 
mittee agreed, that legislation should 
be attached to the urgent deficiency 
bill empowering him to sell these 
properties to any private interests, 
but not to the 
United States gov­ 
ernment—the proceeds to be held in 
the Treasury until after 
the war. 
Whether the German owners will re­ 
ceive the money 
would be 
deter­ 
mined by the peace terms. 
American property in 
Germany, 
the committee was told, is subject 
to such action. 
Like treatment of 
German property 
in 
the 
United 
States, Mr. Palmer told the commit­ 
tee, 
would hamper Germany 
and 
help the United States win the war. 
The committee, by 
a party 
vote, 
however, with 
Republicans 
oppos­ 
ing, also approved an amendment to 
authorize the President to take legal 
title to the German Steamship piers 
and property at Hoboken, N. J. 
The 
Republicans opposed it, fearing that 
it might load to government owner­ 
ship and operation of shipping 
fa- , 
cilities after the war. 
In taking over the enemy property 
and selling it, under the provision 
agreed upon, the price would be fixed 
by the Alien Property Custodian. 
The value of 
German property 
subject to 
such disposition 
would 
run into the hundreds of millions. 
Another argument 
advanced 
by 
Mr. Palmer was the question of ex­ 
pense or profits of enemy property 
during the war. 
Some 
property, 
Mr. Palmer said, probably operate 
with extremely high profits and it 
was not right that the government 
should devote its money and talent 
to piling up profits for enemies, to 
be delivered to them at 
the end of 
the war. 
By selling the properties 
now the profits would 
adorue to 
Americans and the 
present market 
price be reserved for possible return 
to the original owners. 
In a statement explaining the pur­ 
pose of the new power sought, A. 
Mitchell Palmer, the alien property 
custodian, said: 
"I here is no thought or purpose of 
changing the character of the ordi­ 
nary investment in America of the 
enemy subject residing in enemy ter­ 
ritory. Such investments will be con­ 
tinued as at present, 
except 
when 
necessary to prevent waste or 
pro­ 
tect the property, 
when sales 
may 
take place. 
"If the amendment reported by the 
Senate Appropriation Committee shall 
become a law the power of sale will 
only :>*> exercised by the alien pro- 
perty custodian in cases similar to 
that of the steamship lines, where 
the enemy ownership of great irvdus- 
'uii and commercial concerns in the 
Un ted States indicates a close affilia­ 
tion with the financial and political 
power* in the enemy country.

Four Earthquakes In One 
Morning 
Four seismic disturbances occurred 
In Jnpnn on the morning of November
